It is interesting to learn through an 
Associated Press dispatch from Mos­ 
cow that in official circles in Russia 
the United 
States 
is 
more 
highly 
thought of than it used to be. 
Not so 
long ago this country was the special 
object of attack 
by these 
men. 
A 
large number of them had lived in 
America, having been compelled to 
leave Russia 
during 
the Czarist re­ 
gime, and when they went back to 
Russia after the Bolshevik revolution 
they were full of animosity towards 
the 
“capitalist” 
system 
prevailing 
here. 
Now, says the Associated Press 
dispatch, “their experience in helping 
to run a government has taught them 
that it is not as easy as it looks. 
They 
have 
changed, 
as 
the entire Soviet 
government has changed, and it is not 
unusual to hear them speak with af­ 
fection for America. 
They look to­ 
ward America for help. 
Most of them 
insist that America is the only coun­ 
try which is broad enough in gauge 
to develop a country the size of Rus- 
si a, 
It is likely 
that 
this is not mere 
opinion but fact. 
In the first place, 
this change of feeling towards Amer­ 
ica is just what might have been ex­ 
pected of these 
Russians 
after they 
had tried their 
hand 
for a while at 
running a government according* to 
their own theories. 
It is certainly a 
most 
pleasing development 
and 
it 
should facilitate that solution of the 
Russian problem which many of us be­ 
lieve has now really begun, its begin­ 
ning dating from 
the moment when 
this country undertook to rescue the 
Russian people from the predicament 
in which the great famine had placed 
them. 
But it is a little odd that this 
new feeling 
of 
friendliness and ad­ 
miration 
for 
American 
institutions 
should begin to manifest itself plain­ 
ly among the Soviet leaders at just 
the time when the anarchists of the 
world have singled out America and 
the 
American 
government 
and the 
American system as the special ob­ 
ject of their wrath. 
The fact is, of course, that it is no 
longer possible to think of the Soviet 
Russians as a variety of anarchist and 
to lump them and the communists to­ 
gether as birds 
of pretty 
much the 
same plumage and call them all Bol­ 
sheviks. 
At one time, perhaps, it was 
permissible, for working purposes, to 
do this in a general way, but things 
have changed. 
The 
Russian 
Soviet 
variety of “anarchist” has learned a 
great deal that the 
other 
varieties 
have had no opportunity of learning 
because they never succeed, as the 
Russians 
did, in getting 
control of 
their 
governments 
and 
discovering 
through hard experience that govern­ 
ment is not as simple a thing as they 
suppose.

Settler* In State of Washington Offer 
“Sport” to Thoae Who Ar# 
Inclined to It. 


Youths 
who 
like 
adventure 
and 
heaps of excitement are advised lo 
try hunting wild horses in the Okan- 
oga hills near the Canadian border of 
Washington. 
There are several thou­ 
sand untamable cayuses in this unsur­ 
veyed region of steep hills and deep 
valleys, against which settlers on agri­ 
cultural land have begun a war of ex­ 
termination. 
The wild steeds are troublesome, 
demolishing fences to eat and trample 
haystacks. 
The stallions entice away 
domesticated mares, and often large 
herds of horses chase cows and sheep 
to death. 
Once domesticated horses 
are mingled with these wild one* they 
quickly become outlaws. 
Before the present plan of shooting 
was adopted by ranchers, they tried 
corraling and shipping the captured 
steeds to Eastern horse markets. The 
expense and danger of catching alive 
was 
found 
above 
possible 
profits. 
These wild broncos are vicious, and 
often, rather thou submit to capture, 
dash their brains out by running pell­ 
mell into rocky ledges. 
One expedition during a month of 
wild horse stalking shot 120 animals. 
Only the skins were taken. 
Some of 
the wild stallions proved to be excel­ 
lent specimens, one brown and sorrel 
estimated at 1,200 pounds weight. The 
mares seldom average more than 800 
pounds. 
Where 
these 
horses 
range 
is 
a 
faulty, bad land region between the 
Cascade and Hooky m ountains; a nat­ 
ural grass country, arid in summer, 
but the winters ure mild, with light 
snowfall.

Valley Lilies in Winter. 
It is no trick at all to have the 
fragrant dainty white bell of the lily 
of the valley in bloom in the window 
of the living room for the greater 
part of the winter, according to the 
national garden bureau service. 
If 
you have a patch pf lilies of the val­ 
ley growing in your yard, dig up a 
few pips this fan, selecting only the 
plump 
ones 
which 
contain 
flower 
buds, pot them up, say eight or ten 
pips to an eight-inch pot. 
I>et them 
remain 
outdoors 
until 
thoroughly 
frozen and then bring them In as they 
are wanted. 
As soon as they thaw 
out the lilies will send up their bloom 
with surprising speed.
